Earlier this week, the World Health 
Organization (WHO) hosted a webinar 
to discuss its updated guidance on 
Depo Provera, issued in response to 
reports suggesting its users may be at 
increased risk for acquiring HIV. As we 
reported in the Friday Fax, WHO 
called for women to be given 
counselling, but continued to 
encourage the use of Depo among 
women at high risk of HIV on the 
grounds that the downsides were 
outweighed by the benefits. These 
benefits are presumably limited to the 
avoidance of pregnancy.

1. State Department 30-Day Policy Look Ahead 

• Mexico City. Policy Implementation Rollout 
o Description: 

On January 23,2017, President Trump issued a Presidential 
Memorandum to reinstate the 2001 Presidential 
Memorandum on the “Mexico City Policy” and ordered the 
extension of the “Mexico City Policy” to apply to “global 
health assistance furnished by all departments or agencies.” 

Department of State re-implemented the 2001 presidential memo earlier this year 
and will now implement the extension of Mexico City Policy to all global health 
assistance, with coordination between USAID, HHS and DOD. 
o Anticipated date of action: May 4 th (Tentative) 
o Process: Following the Secretary’s signature on an action memo, the State 
Department will announce the implementation over a series of notification phone 
calls. The first calls will be to congressional stakeholders immediately followed 
by NGO stakeholders and finally to the media. These calls will cover background, 
content and process moving forward. All communications plans have been 
coordinated with White House communications,
